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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant presents new claim limitations reciting 
"wherein the method is performed without keeping track of local copies of the original document provided to users to control user changes 
applied to the original document". Applicant argues that the amendment is distinct from Brown because it does not have the central file 
tracking the various local copies provided to users but rather stores the local copies with a path to the original document and merges it 
without referencing the central file or process. Examiner disagrees that the two inventions are distinct because the current invention 
requires the original document path to be stored with the local copy and further requires the local copy to be merged with the original 
document which in itself requires the central file or original file to be referenced. The current invention also requires changes to be saved 
to a local copy if the original document is in use by another user which also "keeps track of local copies to control user changes". Thus 
the proposed claim amendments fail to overcome the applied prior art reference. 
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
